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Student  workers  play  an  important  part  in  the  daily  opera- 
tions of  the  campus.  Students  are  hired  through  Mrs.  Shirley 
Nuckolls  in  the  Bell  South  Student  Success  Center  for  a  variety  of 
offices  who  have  openings  for  student  workers.  Currently  there 
are  about  502  students  in  work-study  positions  on  campus. 

Some  of  the  areas  of  the  campus  that 
students  work  are  the  post  office,  faculty 
offices,  the  career  development  office, 
publications,  housing  offices  and  many 
more.  Students  are  only  allowed  to  work 
14  hours  a  week  to  insure  that  they  have 
plenty  of  time  to  earn  the  money  assigned 
to  them  as  well  as  keep  up  with  their  course 
load. 

Student  workers  choose  offices  that 
they  want  to  work  in  to  give  them  some 
experience  in  the  field  of  study  that  they 
are  pursuing. 

Bv  having  student  workers,  the  office 
staff  can  get  many  more  things  accom- 
plished in  a  day.

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Academics  at  CSU  not  only  prepares 
students  for  graduation,  it  readies  them  for 
the  future  by  equipping  them  with  essential 
life  skills.  One  of  the  most  important  of 
these  is  communication. 

Because  CSU  is  a  liberal  arts  Univer- 
sity, several  courses  in  language,  a  course  in 
public  speaking,  a  course  in  foreign  lan- 
guage, and  courses  in  the  arts,  math, 
sciences,  history,  and  religion  are  required. 
This  allows  all  students,  regardless  of  major, 
to  be  educated  in  many  areas  and  become 
better  communicators. 

Whether  working  with  individuals, 
companies,  peers,  or  children,  knowing  how 
to  communicate  effectively  is  not  just  a 
plus,  its  a  requirement. 

In  helping  to  build  the  best  communi- 
cation skills  possible,  CSU  has  remained  a 
relatively  small  school  where  students  are 
able  to  receive  individual  attention  from 
faculty  and  staff.  In  some  of  the  upper 
level  courses,  class  sizes  can  be  as  small  as 
four  or  five  students  in  some  majors. 
Students  are  able  to  connect  on  a  personal 
level  with  their  professors,  thus  receiving 
additional  help  as  needed  and  providing  the 
professor  with  knowledge  about  the  stu- 
dents that  may  affect  how  they  learn.  When  students  and  professors  connect  on  this  level, 
the  interest  in  the  major  of  study  is  almost  always  heightened,  and  students  are  able  to 
obtain  a  quality  reference  for  job  placement  postgraduation.

They  are  never  faced  with 
the  worries  of  incompatible  roommates, 
noisy  dormitory  halls,  or  not-so-great  Caf 
food. 

Both  types  of  commuters  can  experi- 
ence the  excitement  of  living  off  campus 
while  still  keeping  in  touch  with  campus 
life.  Commuters  can  participate  as  much  as 
residents  with  campus  events  such  as 
Halftime,  concerts,  pageants,  talent  shows, 
contests,  and  off-campus  events  such  as 
midnight  bowling,  ice  hockey  games,  or 
beach  days. 

Commuters  also  hold  on-campus  jobs, 
which  can  allow  for  easy  scheduling  when 
coordinating  time  on  and  off  campus  and 
filling  slots  of  time  between  classes.

The  College  has  two  programs  to 
choose  from.  The  accelerated  program 
offers  courses  scheduled  in  blocks  of 
seven  weeks  and  meets  for  two  hours  for 
three  days  each  week.  This  is  ideal  for 
busy  professionals,  allowing  them  to  take 
enough  hours  a  semester  to  qualify  for 
financial  aid. 

The  regular  evening  program  allows 
students  to  take  classes  that  last  all  semes- 
ter long,  which  is  good  for  students  who 
don't  like  the  fast  pace  of  the  accelerated 
classes. 

Rachelle  Bouronich,  CSU  employee 
and  former  Evening  College  Advisory 
Council  member  said,  "I  love  the  program 
very  much.  That  was  the  only  way  I 
could  have  gone  to  school  and  work  full 
time.  I  graduated  in  December  of  1999 
with  an  undergraduate  in  business  admin- 
istration, and  I  am  now  working  on  my 
masters  in  business.  I  also  had  a  lot  of 
support  from  my  husband  and  children;' 

There  are  many  people  in  the  Tri- 
County  area  in  Bouronichs  situation  who 
rely  on  the  evening  program  to  not  only 
further  their  education  but  also  to  take 
refresher  courses  related  to  their  field  of 
work.

Dedication  and  dominance  lead  to  respectable  season 


The  mens  baseball  team  had  a  season 
filled  with  outstanding  play  and  dominance. 
The  Bucs  took  their  second  seeded  team  to 
the  Big  South  tournament  but  were  unable 
to  clinch  a  division  title. 

Although  the  team  did  not  take  home 
the  Big  South  conference  title,  the  season 
was  not  a  disappointment.  The  Bucs  head 
coach,  Gary  Murphy,  was  named  Big  South 
Coach  of  the  Year.  It  was  Murphys  fourth 
season  with  the  Bucs,  and  during  his  four 
years  the  team  has  won  more  games  each 
season  than  the  season  prior. 

But  Coach  Murphy  wasn't  the  only 
one  to  gather  awards  on  the  Bucs  baseball 
team.  Seniors  Jay  Corrigale  and  Jesse 
Cochenour,  along  with  sophomore  Chris 
Kellett,  were  named  to  the  All-Conference 
team. 

Corrigale,  second  baseman  for  the 
Bucs,  earned  his  second  straight  All- 
Conference  honor  and  led  CSU  with  seven 


homeruns  and  30  RBIs.  He  set  a  Big  South 
Conference  record  with  a  29  game  hitting 
streak. 

Cochenour,  a  centerfielder  for  the 
Bucs,  set  a  single  season  school  record  with 
72  hits.  He  managed  a  .31 1  batting 
average  and  led  the  Bucs  with  1 8  stolen 
bases. 

Kellett,  catcher  for  the  Bucs,  hit  .308 
with  18  RBIs  this  season.  He  also  managed 
only  five  errors  and  had  a  .976  fielding 
percentage  behind  the  plate. 

The  Bucs  baseball  team  played  with 
heart  and  dedication  as  they  pushed 
throughout  the  season.  Many  players  stood 
out  as  among  the  best  in  the  Conference, 
and  despite  not  winning  the  Conference 
title,  they  finished  the  season  with  a  respect- 
able overall  record  of  31-31-1  and  were  14- 
7  in  the  Bi<r  South  Conference.

Champions  not  slowing  down 


Four  time  Big  South  Champions  win  third  in  row 


The  tennis  team  shows  no  signs  of 
slowing  down  with  another  championship 
win  in  the  Big  South  conference  in  a  4-0 
shutout  against  Elon.    The  2000  champi- 
onship win  was  the  fourth  in  five  years  and 
third  in  a  row  for  the  Bucs  with  winnings  in 
1996,  1998  and  1999. 

The  win  against  Elon  opened  the  door 
for  the  Bucs  to  attend  the  NCAA  tourna- 
ment for  a  second  year  in  a  row.  Deja  vu 
struck  the  team  when  the  announcement 
came  in  a  CAF  celebration  that  they  would 
play  the  Duke  Blue  Devils  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row  this  time  at  the  Duke  Tennis 
Stadium  in  Durham,  N.C.  The  Bucs  went 
up  against  the  Blue  Devils  on  May  13 
where  Duke  won  4-0. 

Taking  time  out  to  look  at  the  teams 
past  would  be  time  spent  looking  at  remark- 
able accomplishments  and  excellent  talent. 

The  team  finished  the  season  with  a 
record  of  1 7-7  and  7-0  in  the  conference. 
The  Bucs  have  not  lost  a  conference 
tournament  match  since  1997  when  they 
lost  to  Winthrop.  The  previous  year  in 
1996,  the  Bucs  pulled  off  their  first  ever 
Conference  championship  win  by  defeating 
the  Coastal  Carolina  Chantacleers. 

The  talent  in  the  2000  team  mirrored 
that  of  the  1999  season. 


Proving  their  talent  on  the  court, 
Tomas  Miho  of  Slovakia,  and  Sandeep  Yeni 
Reddy  of  India  were  both  named  all- 
conference  in  singles  for  the  season  while 
Miho  was  also  selected  as  the  scholar-athlete 
of  the  year. 

Reddy  ended  the  season  with  a  7-4 
record  as  the  Bucs  number  two  singles 
player  and  won  his  singles  match  but  lost 
his  doubles  in  the  Big  South  finals.  In 
1999,  he  ended  with  a  13-8  record  in 
singles  play  and  a  1 5-5  mark  in  doubles, 
and  won  both  his  singles  and  doubles 
matches  in  the  Big  South  finals. 

Miho  ended  the  season  with  a  10-3 
record  and  showed  his  true  dedication  to 
the  team  by  accomplishing  this  great  record 
while  dealing  with  injuries.  Miho  was  out 
for  about  a  month  from  a  pulled  muscle  in 
his  abdomen.  In  1999  he  ended  with  an 
overall  16-4  record  at  singles,  8-6  in 
doubles  and  did  not  lose  a  single  game  in 
the  Big  South  finals. 

Along  with  talented  players,  the  team 
carries  a  talented  coach,  Hans  Olsen,  who 
was  named  coach  of  the  year  for  the  2000 
season.

Men  capture  second  place  in  tournament  play 


The  mens  golf  season  proved  to  be 
one  of  spectacular  team  play  as  the  Bucs 
placed  second  in  the  Big  South  Conference 
tournament.

The  season  kicked  off  with  the  Bucs 
winning  the  annual  Spring  Kick  Off  tourna- 
ment held  at  Coosaw  Creek  Country  Club.

300  round  score,  shooting  a  tournament 
best  298  in  the  second  round  to  battle  back 
to  second  place.  Jason  Moyer  was  the  Bucs 
low  scorer  individually  shooting  a  pair  of 
75s  and  finishing  tied  for  third  with  a  total 
score  of  150. 

The  Bucs  took  their  skills  to  the  East 


Carolina  Invite  and  proved  their  dominance 
by  defeating  host  East  Carolina  University 
by  one  stroke,  finishing  with  a  three  round 
score  of  858.  The  Bucs  shot  a  school  record 
279  in  the  second  round  to  secure  their 
win.  In  the  individual  ranks,  sophomore 
David  Ryles  tied  for  first  place  shooting  a 
three  round  score  of  2 1 1 .  Ryles  was  the 
only  player  in  the  field  to  have  two  rounds 
in  the  60s,  shooting  back-to-back  three 
under  par  69s  in  the  first  two  rounds  of  the 
tournament.  Young  finished  alone  in  fourth 
place  shooting  a  three  round  total  of  213. 

In  the  Big  South  tournament,  the 
Bucs  were  in  great  position  to  take  the 
conference  title.  But  they  were  defeated  by 
Coastal  Carolina  by  six  strokes  and  finished 
second  in  the  conference.  It  was  disappoint- 
ing for  the  team  but  proved  that  they  have 
what  it  takes  to  be  Big  South  champions.

Track  and  field  hosted  their  annual 
Buccaneer  Invitational.  The  mens  track 
team  placed  second  overall  in  the  meet. 
The  Citadel  won  over  Charleston  Southern 
156  to  1 1 1. 

The  mens  team  opened  their  outdoor 
season  at  home  with  a  duel  against  Savan- 
nah State.  CSU  showed  great  strength  in 
the  field  events  winning  all  the  field  events. 
At  the  same  time  Savannah  State  faired 
very  well  in  the  sprints  winning  all  available 
sprint  races  with  CSU  runners  close  behind. 

The  Buccaneers  traveled  to  Coastal 
Carolina  for  a  tri-meet,  which  also  included 
CCU  and  The  Citadel.  CSU  beat  the 
Citadel  57  to  38  while  losing  to  Coastal  58 
to  44.  Dwight  Huell  won  the  400m  dash 
with  a  time  of  50.28. 

At  the  Raleigh  Relays  Jason  Lorenz 
won  his  heat  in  the  1 500  and  set  a  personal 
best  with  a  time  of  4:03.61.  Andrew 
Morocco  also  ran  a  personal  best  and  the 
team-best  this  season  in  the  10,000  with  a 
time  of  33:55.74,  shaving  off  nearly  two 
full  minutes  on  his  previous  best. 

The  team  sent  representatives  to  the 
Liberty  Invitational.  Randy  Newsom  came 
in  10th  with  5256  points,  and  Chris 


MacDonald  finished  with  a  season  best 
4960  in  the  decathlon.  Mike  Jones  came  in 
sixth  place  in  the  steeplechase.  Josh 
Aydlette  and  Shane  Sutherland  finished 
second  and  fourth  places  in  the  hammer 
throw  for  the  Bucs. 

At  the  state  championships  Huell  won 
the  long  jump.  The  mens  4x400  relay  also 
won  with  a  time  of  3:17.26,  their  fastest 
time  of  the  season  and  also  qualified  for  the 
Penn  Relays. 

The  Bucs  overcame  The  Citadel, 
Furman,  and  UNC  Asheville  at  the  Irwin 
Belk  Complex  in  Greenville.  CSU  won 
with  the  score  of  170.  At  the  Big  South 
track  and  field  championships  the  men  took 
home  a  third  place  finish. 

The  mens  4x400  traveled  to  the  Penn 
Relays  to  compete  against  some  of  the 
countrys  best  track  and  field  teams.  The 
team  consisted  of  Andrew  Morgan,  Brian 
Berry,  Shannon  Stengel,  and  Huell.  The 
team  finished  sixth  in  their  heat  with  a  time 
of  3:20.73.  CSU  finished  ahead  of  Dela- 
ware State,  College  of  New  Jersey,  Finlay, 
Shaw,  and  Albany.

Her  time  was  10:14:80,  only  30 
seconds  behind  the  NCAA  provisional  time. 
Kim  Bennett  and  Melissa  Davidson  both  set 
personal  bests  with  times  of  12.92  in  the 
100m  dash  and  4:59.24  in  the  1500 
respectively. 

At  the  state  championship  meet,  held 
at  the  University  of  South  Carolina, 


Costantini  won  the  1500  with  a  4:47.45 
time.  Teresa  Wedge  came  in  third,  and 
Davidson  placed  fourth  in  the  800.  Janeen 
Gudger  came  in  second  in  the  400  low 
hurdles,  and  Kelli  Barber  completed  the 
high  jump  at  a  height  of  5'05"  to  place 
second  for  the  event. 

During  the  Big  South  track  meet, 
Wedge  won  the  5000m  in  18:22.68  and 
came  in  second  in  the  10,000m  in 
38:16.55.  Costantini  won  the  3000m  in 
10:33.16,  and  Davidson  finished  third  in 
the  800  and  was  named  to  the  Big  South 
All-Academic  Team  for  the  second  year.

First  win  in  four  years  comes  at  Gardner-Webb  Classic 


The  mens  cross  country  team  won 
their  first  meet  in  four  years  at  the 
Gardner- Webb  Classic. 

At  the  Campbell  Invitational  the  men 
placed  sixth  out  of  six  teams,  but  two  CSU 
runners  finished  in  the  top  20. 

At  the  Furman  Invitational  the  team 
came  in  19  out  of  27  teams  that  ran  in  the 
race.  The  team  also  finished  in  a  respect- 
able place  among  the  competition  at  the 
Great  American  Cross  Country  Festival. 
In  this  race  the  men  ran  against  teams  such 
as  Duke,  UNC,  Georgetown,  and  Michigan 
State.  They  earned  the  second  highest  score 
among  the  other  Big  South  teams  in  the 
race. 

This  team  is  guaranteed  to  improve  in 
the  years  to  come.  Eight  of  the  10  members 
on  the  team  are  freshmen  or  sophomores, 
and  the  team  is  not  losing  any  graduating 
seniors.  What  the  team  lacks  in  experience 
will  be  made  up  soon  enough.  The  young- 
est runners  on  the  team  show  great  promise 
for  the  future. 

For  example,  freshman  David  Smith 
led  the  Bucs  in  every  race  this  season. 
Smith  sprinted  past  his  competition  to  win 
the  Gardner- Webb  Classic  by  two  seconds. 


This  was  Smiths  first  college  career  win  with 
a  time  of  16:59  over  the  5,000-meter 
course.  Smith  also  gave  an  impressive 
performance  at  the  Big  South  champion- 
ship. He  was  the  first  Buc  to  finish,  in  13th 
place. 

Sophomore  Jacob  Karn  is  another 
high  finisher  on  the  team.  He  ran  in  right 
behind  his  teammate  Smith  to  finish  the 
Campbell  Invitational  in  1 6th  place  with  a 
time  of  27:04.  Karn  also  finished  fifth  at 
the  Gardner- Webb  Classic  with  a  time  of 
17:36. 

Junior  Andy  Boesgaard  is  a  leader  on 
the  team.  He  has  another  year  to  lead  the 
team  before  he  graduates.  Boesgaard 
finished  the  Gardner- Webb  Invitational  with 
a  time  of  17:47,  earning  seventh  place  out 
of  all  the  runners  at  the  competition.  He 
also  earned  33rd  place  at  the  Gampbell 
Invitational  with  a  time  of  28:22.
